| Very large charities belong to this pariſh, which are applied, towards 

clothing, educating, apprenticing aut children; maintaining impotent and 

aged women; diſtributing bread to the poor, &c. No ſatisfactory account 

of the money, thus annually expended, could be obtained. From various 

Information, however, it ſeems clear, that in conſequence of theſe dona- 

tions, poor people from the neighbouring pariſhes endeavour, by every 

means in their power, to obtain ſettlements here, and are often ſucceſsful.

1 is eſtimated at goo 
acres. 240 houſes pay the commutation tax; the number exempted could 
not be learnt, The inhabitants are tradeſmen, farmers, agricultural la- 
bourers, and manufacturers, but principally, the latter. Sail-cloth, ſack- 
ing or ſack-cloth, gauze, ribbon, and pins, are made here. The weav- 
ers of ſacking can earn 16s. a week; of gauze, from 15s. to 30s. a 
week; of ſail-cloth, 18s. a week; ſpinners of hemp are paid about 3s. 
a week. Sail- cloth is the only mh that is briſk at preſent. The 
war, although injurious to other manufactures, affords full employment 
to this. Common labourers earn 9s. a week. 

The prices of proviſions are: beef, 4d. to 7d. the pound; mutton, 
6d. ; veal, from 5d. to 7d.; lamb, from 64d. to 74. ; butter, from 
11d. to 18. 04d. ; bacon, 8:d. to 1od. ; milk, 21d. the quart ; wheaten 
bread, the quartern loaf, 1 14d.; coals, 56s. the chaldron. 

Farms in this pariſh are from / 200, to { 300. a year. Wheat is the 
principal produce : but every other common grain, and root, is here cul- 
tivated. The rent of land is from 308. to 408. an acre, The land-tax 
is £ 656. 178. which is about 2s. in the pound. There are no commons 
or waſte lands in this pariſh. The number of inns or ale-houſes is 17: 
the whole number in Reading, which conſiſts of 3 pariſhes, is 62.

The cultivated land lets in general, one acre with another, 
for C 1. an acre; which, conſidering that it is more than three hundred 
miles from the metropolis, near no flouriſhing Tea-port, or large town, and 
has no mines, no great works, or manufactories in it, ſeems to be a ſufficient 
proof c of its being well adapted to farming, Land ſo circumſtanced ſeldom 
lets at an higher price, even within twenty or thirty miles of London. 
There are no very conſiderable eſtates in the pariſh ; not more than two, 
or three, that are worth ¶ 300. a year. Formerly, the owners of the land 


in this pariſh were in general the occupants; but this is no longer the caſe. 


One half of it at leaſt is ſuppoſed to be now held by farmers, whoſe farms, 
for the moſt part, are not large, very few exceeding 4 1c 100. a . moſt 
commonly they are about half that fam. 
The price of labour is certainly not low in this pariſn. Dede 
earn from 18. to 28. a day, according to their merits, and the kind of la- 
bour they are employed in; thoſe two ſums being the minimum and the 


maximum of the price of labour by the day. The wages of men · ſervants 


employed in huſbandry, who are hired from- half-year to half-year, are 


from 9 to 12 guineas a year; whilſt women, who here do a large portion 


of the work of the farm, with difficulty get half as much. It is not eaſy 
to account for ſo ſtriking an inequality; and ſtill leſs eaſy to juſtify i N.

A diſtrict leſs liable to 0's or adventitious influence, than this pa- 
riſh could not eaſily be named: yet, even here, it appears, that within the 
laſt twenty years, the Poor's Rates have nearly doubled ; this is the more 
extraordinary, as there are no manufactories in the pariſh; and indeed 
hardly any other inhabitants in it beſides a working peaſantry. M uch of the 
period herein ſpeciſied has been bleſſed with peace: neither have the people 
there been viſited with any uncommon calamities; nor even with very 
hard times. Taking both men and women into the account, the preſent 
Rates here impoſe a tax of fix ſhillings and ſixpence per poll: and if rated 
by the actual rent of the land, probably, about ninepence in the pound: 
in Blencogo, only, it ſeems not to exceed ſixpence in the pound. All 
perhaps that is neceſſary to add, is, that the expences of litigations, and 
removals, are not included in this eſtimate: and that there are no Box 
Clubs, or Friendly Societies in the pariſh ; and above all, no benefactions, 
or regular annual charities bequeathed to the Poor, a circumſtance which, 
it has been obſerved in other diſtricts, always has a conſiderable influence 
on the Poor's Rates.

CALDBECK. 


THE pariſh of Caldbeck contains, by eſtimation, 12,800 acres, of which 
about 8500 are common. Of 1780 inhabitants, 156 are, moſtly, maſ- 
ters of families belonging to different trades ; 54 are miners ; and the reſt 
are employed in agriculture. They are all of the Eſtabliſhed Church, ex- 
cept about 25 Quaker families. Heſket-newmarket, in this pariſh, is a 
ſmall, but ancient, market-town, The average rent of land is about 15s. 
an acre : the land- tax is collected by the purvey at the rate of about 34d. 
in the pound on the full rental. | Tithes are paid in kind ; about 400

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The above accounts are taken from a book in the Council-houſe, It is 
to be obſerved, that the above collections only relate to the pariſhes 


within what is called the city and liberties of Briſtol; and as this ſpace. 
has been built on many years, and the number of inhabitants, from various 
circumſtances, above enumerated, much reduced, it 1s evident that the 
increaſe of- the Rates is not owing to an augmented nne, but 
muſt be * from other cauſes. 


The Quakers maintain their own Poor; in ſome counties tlley are aſ- 
ſiſted by having eſtates and money left them for this purpoſe, but no- 
where ſufficient without an additional voluntary ſubſcription: this is gene- 


rally made once a month; in country places, and the allowances are from 


28. to 10s. per week. In Briſtol this Society conſiſts of more than 200 
families: their Poor conſiſt of about 5 men, and 14 women, moſtly aged 
and decayed tradeſmen or their widows ; and 25 children, moſtly orphans: 
they have an eſtate or two left to ſupport their Poor, and give a fee with 
the children when fit to be put out apprentice. In 1700 a large houſe 
was built and furniſhed at an expence of near £ 1600. in New: ſtreet, 


where their Poor reſide, and are employed in different manufactories; 


the expence, on an average of 20 years, has been about . 250. per annum, 
and the average number ſupported, about 40 perſons. The children are 
taught reading, writing, and arithmetic; and on this plan are all their 
Poor in Britain and Ireland ſupported, with ſome {mall local variations, 
according to their number.

Few cities poſſeſs ſuch a number of public charities as Briſtol; there 


are in it 30 alms-houſes, or hoſpitals, in which about 83 men and 230 : 


women reſide, who have, in general, as much allowed them as is nearly 
ſufficient for their ſupport. There are alſo ſeveral charity ſchools, in which 
about 960 children are educated, and moſt of them are cloathed and main- 
tained.

Laſt ſummer he loſt 2 children by the fmall-pox ; and the 
ſummer before, he was ſick for ſeveral months; yet, notwithſtanding theſe 
diſtreſſes, he never had recourſe to the pariſh, but has been obliged to 
pawn his beſt cloaths, and fell ſome articles of furniture to raiſe a little 
money: he has not yet been able to redeem his cloaths.

The proviſions uſed here are purchaſed in the Briſtol OY : farms are 
ſmall, and chiefly paſture; very little corn is cultivated. A large com- 
mon, containing between 500 and 600 acres, was encloſed in 1783, when 
half an acre of land was allotted to each of the adjoining cottages, of 
which there were a conſiderable number. There is now no waſte land 
in the pariſh, and labourers find great difficulty f in procuring habita- 
tions. It may anſwer to ſpeculators in a great town to build houſes, on 
the chance of receiving lodgers; but, in a ſmall village, few will erect 
cottages, with a view to procure tenants from the collieries, or the ſtone 
quarries. A labourer s children are therefore obliged, when they are old 
enough to ſupport themſelves, and are deſirous of becoming houſckeepers, 
to migrate to other pariſhes. The land lets from £2. to £3. an acre;

In 1795 there were 53 baptiſms, 38 burials, and 17 marriages. 
Laſt ſummer a W was made in this pariſh of about 10 gui- 
neas, which were diſtributed among poor families at the rate of zd. a 
head every week: as £1. 28. were paid every week, for about 10 weeks 
in the months 'of Auguſt, September, and October, it follows, that the 
number of men, women, and .children, relieved weekly, amounted to 88.

The 
average number of Poor in the boule is from 55 to 60: about 6 die an- 
nually out of the Houle, but no regiſter is kept of deaths. The build- 
ing coft £2000. ; near L'1500. of which were paid by a ſeparate Rate : 1 
4 550. were paid out of the laſt 6 years Poor's Rates. 

About 120 lb. of beef are uſed weekly in the workehouſe. 

It is ſtated in an old book, that in 1740 there were 10 perſons in the 
work-houſe, and that, in 727, 20 perſons were relieved ; but it does not 
appear whether they were in, or out of, the houſe,

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Edgley, the general overſeer, it appears, that 18. 6d. a week is the uſual 
out-pay to a grown perſon, and 1s. a week to a child. Except in caſes of 
fickneſs, which demand immediate relief, the diſtrict overſeers furniſh ſuch 
claimants, as they think propet objects, with an order upon Mr. Edgley. 
He pays moſt of tlie out- poor, and ſays that the number of families re- 
ceiving a weekly allowance is about 1190, and that the weekly diſburſe- 
ments, on their account, amount to about / 1 50. About 150 of theſe families, 
however, belong to other pariſhes, for which M ancheſter is reimburſed, 
as well as for ſeveral militia families, 68 of which here receive : parochial 
aid. 

The ſtagnation of buſineſs, ſince the war, has induced many thouſand 
manufacturers to enter his Majeſty's ſervice: this, in a great meaſure, 
accounts for the late increaſe in the Poor's Rates, and the exceſhve num- 
ber of neceſſitous females, who have no longer their huſbands here to 
maintain them. 

The preſent treaſurer, who has not been many months in office, has

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No account of the Rates could be obtained prior to 1782, but, by infor- 
mation, they appear to have been nearly the ſame for a few years previous to 
that period: about 30 years back they were very low, and are ſaid to have 
riſen, as manufactures increaſed.

The books of Kibworth-Harcourt are preſerved with leſs care than in 
the other diviſions : the only accounts of the Rates were thoſe of the year 
ending in 1791, which amounted to { 158.

This account, it is probable, is erroneous in ſome particulars, for the 
man has not lately received any aſſiſtance from the pariſh. He ſtated 
his various expences with every appearance of veracity. That he does not 
earn more than 98. a week, in a place where wages are high, is eaſily 
accounted for: he often ſpends 2 or 3 days in the week, in an ale-houſe, 
lamenting the hardneſs of the times. Some inferences may be drawn 
from this account, reſpeCting the proportion of the different kinds of food 
uſed by people of this deſcription in manufacturing towns. The impro- 
vidence of the family is glaring : not a ſixpence is laid by, to provide 
againſt ſickneſs, or old age; and it is probable, that the temporary inca- 
pacity ariſing from the one, or the inevitable effects of the other, will ulti- 
mately throw them on the pariſh...

a ſick neighbour is thereby, in a great meaſure, obſtructed; but, to a feel- 
ing mind, the ſenſe of hearing mult frequently convey very diſagreeable 

ideas; the ſmell muſt, alſo, be frequently offenſive : yet, upon the whole, 
and under all theſe unpleaſant circumſtances, the houſe is kept as clean as 

it well can be. The gentlemen of this town are-now aware of the incon- 
venience of truſting, to inexperienced people, the execution of a project of 
ſuch importance; and ſeem to be convinced that the advantages derived 
from houſes of induſtry are very inconſiderable. 

The preſent farmer of the poor-houle of induſtry, is a woolcomber and 
manufacturer of worſted; he employs ſome of the Poor in combing wool, 
ſpinning and knitting worſted, and ſome in common labour out of the houſe:

The inhabitants of Spilſby are, principally, of the Eſtabliſhed Religion. 
A ſmall number, however, of Methodiſts, have a congregation in the town. 

At the concluſion of the American war, the Rates in this pariſh were ſo 
high, and the poverty of the labouring claſſes in this part of the county 
of Lincoln ſo, great, that the Magiſtrates for the ſouthern diviſion of Lind- 
fay were induced to publicth orders for purchaſing materials, providing 
proper places to ſet the Poor to work in, and teaching all poor children in 
the diſtrict to knit before they were ſix, and to ſpin before they were nine 
years of age. Towards the end of the year 1783, theſe laudable views 
were much aſſiſted by the eſtabliſhment of a Society, for the promotion of 
induſtry, by diſtributing premiums, in various articles of cloathing, amongſt | 
ſuch. children, of certain ages and deſcriptions, within the diſtri, as 
ſhould, within a given time, produce the greateſt quantity of work, of dif- 
ferent kinds, and of the beſt quality, To carry this proje& into execu- 
tion, the pariſhes within the diſtrict were to ſubſcribe a ſum equal to one 
per cent. of their laſt year's Poor's Rates ; and individuals, within the diſ- 
trict, to ſubſeribe 58. each annually. From theſe funds, and ſeveral private 
benefactions, ſchools were ſoon provided in the ſeveral pariſhes in the di- 
viſion, for the inſtruction of children in the ſpinning of jerſey : and pre- 
miums have been, ſince, annually diſtributed among the moſt induſtrious, 
who were farther diſtinguiſhed by the appellation of King, or Queen, of 
the ſpinners of their diſtrict; innocent devices to encourage induſtry ; 
which, if they animate the Poor, as much as ribbons and garters ſtimulate 
the Rich, to active and honeſt exertion, muſt render it deſirable that the 
titles of royalty ſhould Erace the brow of every induſtrious cottage child 
in the kingdom. *

The ſpinning ſchools are now wholly laid aſide; and the opinions of 
-well informed men on the ſuhject, with reſpect to their utility, are ex- 
tremely various. Many perſons thought that ſchools, conducted on the 
plan propoſed by the Sotiety of Induſtry, were not only expenſive to the 
-pariſh, but detrimental to the children themſelves; for, by being ſo long 
. confincd to a ſedentary employment, at an early period of life, they were 
72 often 
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often rendered puny and weak; and at the age of 12 or 13, when they 
ought to go out to ſervice with the farmers, or become apprentices, they were 
ſo extremely ignorant of every thing, except ſpinning, that it was a long 
time before they could be of any ſervice to their maſters ; beſides which, 
the great and ſudden change of employment was often injurious to the 
children. Others were, and are, of opinion, that, had the Society been 
properly encouraged, and the ſpinning ſchools continued, the country 
would, ultimately, have been much benefited, the rates conſiderably re- 
- duced, and the children of the Poor rendered ſerviceable members of the 
State, from bcing trained, by conſtant and orderly employment, to virtue 
and induflry, The unfavourable opinion formed of theſe pariſh working 
ſchools, although, perhaps, originating, with ſome, from prejudice, was, 
it may be preſumed, in many, the reſult of fair conviction, that the incon- 
veniencies would, ultimately, more than counterbalance the benefits of ſuch 
inſtitutions; for it cannot be ſuppoſed, thar either gentiemen or farmers 
ſhould be inclined to diſcountenance a ſyſtem, from which there was any 
probability of their intereſts being eſſentially promoted, by a reduction of 
the Poor's Rate. The experience, however, of 8 years, has proved, that, 
although ſchools of induſtry may flouriſh for a while, under the aQtive 
zeal of their firſt promoters, yet, when, after a few years trial, they are left 
to the ſuperintendance of leſs intereſted adminiſtrators, they dwindle 1 into 
the ordinary ſtate of pariſh poor-houles. 

A poor-houſe has exiſted for ſeveral years at Spilſby, and to itare ſent 
ſuch Poor as do not receive relief at their own homes. They are under the 
direction of a worſted manufacturer, who lives in the work-houle, and, by 
an agreement made haſt Eaſter, provides cloaths and other neceſſaries for 
every one the pariſh ſends thither ; for which he is allowed 3s. 6d. a week 
for each perſon, together with their earnings; theſe, however, are very in- 
conſiderable. There are in the houſe, at pr-ſent, 8 children, under 12 
years of age; one, man and woman, each about 70 years old; and a 
woman, 35 years of age: four of the children are baſtards. The over- 
ſeers alſo pay 28s. weekly: to 14 out penſioners, moſt of whom have fami- 
lies; to 2 militia men's families, 68. a week; and to ſeveral others, occa- 
onal relief. Amongſt the' weekly penſioners 6 baſtards are included.

La- 
bourers' wages, in winter, are from 1s. 2d. to 18. 6d. a day; and in ſum- 
mer, 28. a day, without victuals. In harveſt, from 3s. to 48. a day, and 
ſometimes, conſiderably more. Women receive 18. or 18. 2d. a day, for 
weeding corn; but in winter they have little or no employ, except in ſpin- 
ning jerſey, or worſted, in which the earnings are ſo extremely low that 
ſcarcely one perfon 1 in ten will apply to it. It is generally remarked, that 
the poor people, in theſe extenſive fens, are moſtly fluggiſh, and have an 
averſion to induſtry ; whether this circumſtance in any degree accounts for 
the general diſlike of Mr. Bouyer 8 plan, of ſchools of induſtry, I ſhall 
not pretend to determine. 

In this pariſh there are 10 8 3 of which ſell wine. There i is 
no Friendly Society in the pariſh. The rent of land, upon an average, is 
about 208. or 21s. an acre. Farms are from FL 10. to FL 200. a year, but 
moſtly from FL 40. to 4 loo. a year. When the fens were divided, about 
27 years ago, a quantity of land was given in lieu of all tithes, The land- 
tax amounts to { 470. 128. The Poer have been farmed for more than 20 
years back: the farmer finds a houſe for ſuch Paupers as are willing to come 
into it; and the pariſh furniſhes it with beds, filled with chaff, and bed- 
ding: at preſent, only 5 Paupers are in the houſe ; viz. a ſhoe-maker, 46 
years of age, (who is deaf and dumb); an old woman, and baſtard chil- 
dren, who are from 6 to 9 years of age, The regular weekly out- penſion- 
ers are as follow:

LINCOLN 


SOME years ago, the gentlemen of ſeveral pariſhes in, and adjoining 
to the city of Lincoln, purchaſed a houſe, very well fituated for the pur- 
poſe for which it was intended; and, after undergoing ſeveral neceſſary 
alterations, it was opened for the reception of Paupers. Art firſt, a certain 
ſum per head was paid for the maintenance of each perſon; but this hav- 
ing been found to be productive of great inconvenience, an aſſociation 
was formed of ſeveral pariſhes in and near the eity, about four years ago. 
It was agreed to pay the proprietors of the houſe a certain rent, for re- 


Cieiving all ſuch Poor as ſhould be ſent thither; and that the houſe, and 


-out-poor expences, ſhould be paid out of the general ſtock; towards 
which, each pariſh is bound to contribute the average of their annual ex- 
penditure for five years preceding the union. This average is divided 
into 4 quarterly payments; - but the reſult of the inſtitution has been ſuch, 
that, hitherto, ſeldom more than 3 of the quarterly ſums have been called 
for in one year; and, conſequently, a reduction of one fourth of the ave- 
rage rates has been effected: beſides which, there is now a ſurplus in 
Hand, amounting to £400. with which it is propoſed to defray the ex- 
pences of an intended application to Parliament, for an Act to incorporate 
the united pariſhes, and to make ſome additional improvements in the 


Vwork-houſe.

At preſent, the Union conſiſts of 19 fmall pariſhes. The number in 
the houſe is, 40 males, and 41 females; of which, 30 are children, undes 


doors, in ſpinning flax and wool; and in making ſtockings, and other 
cboaths, &c. The worſted ſpinners earn about £25. a year. The houſe 
is kept clean : it's ſituation is very healthy. Of 4 Paupers, who died laſt 
year, 3 were above 80 years of age.

TRE pariſh of Ealing forms nearly a regular oblong, of 3 miles and a 
half by 2 miles; and, conſequently, contains about 4480 acres, of which 
I 560 are graſs-land; about 1220 arable ; about 250 are cultivated by 
market-gardeners ; and about 70 are common: the remainder is laid out 
in roads, private gardens, pleaſure grounds, &c. The inhabitants are gen- 
tlemen, ſhop-keepers, gardeners, labourers, and of ſuch other deſcriptions 
as are uſually found in a village within ſeven miles of London. From the 
average number of births during the laſt 10 years, the population may be 
eſtimated at between 4000 and 5000 ſouls. No accurate concluſions can 
be drawn from the burials, as they include many pariſh children that have 
been ſent from the London pariſhes to be nurſed at Ealing. The number 
of houſes rated to the window, or commutation-tax, ene, from the 
Surveyor's books, to be 355; and the number exempted, 33.

It is impoſſible to divide theſe two claſſes of expenditure in the manner that might be wiſhed, as the Overſeers, in their caſual 
book, (from whence the total amount of the ſame here ſet down is taken,) enter i diſcriminately monies given to travelling Poor, 
the apothecary's account for the reſident Poor, occaſional charges of the Coroner, and, in ſhort, all expences to which, by law, they 
are liable. The caſual book, however, although it ſpecifies _ ſum paid, is totally filent as to the leaſt ſum received. The 
total amount of the ſums paid, and the particular amount of thoſe received, are entered in the general Rate-book, in which the 
entry is made, when the Overſeers paſs their accounts. In this general Rate-book, the totals of the manufactory account ought 
to have been entered, all along, diſtinct; but this has not been the caſe : ſome of the Overſeers have ſet down in their private caſual 
books the ſeveral ſums they have paid for the manufaQtory, and have added the amount to the common caſuals of the year; and, 
conſequently, when this has happened, the total amount has been entered in the Rate-book under the head of Caſuals.

This is however conſidered 
to be ſo eſſential a part of the diet of a labourer in the Southern parts of 
England, that I am convinced, that any farmer, who attempted to vary the 
dlet of his men, by the introduction of various palatable and nutritious 
ſoups and puddings, would be confidered as a very hard-hearted fellow, 
whoſe only view, in ſo doing, was the promotion of his own intereſt. If 
the wife of this man was as economical in her kitchen, as her huſband 
is induſtrious in the field, I have no doubt, that half their! income-might 
be laid by, and their family as well fed as it is at preſent, upon a diet not 
leſs wholſome, and what, I think, (from the variety of diſhes that might be 
prepared,) would ſoon prove more palatable, than bread for dinner, fix 
days in the week, and a ſmall plece of plain roaſt beef on a Sunday.

HAMPTON. 


IN this pariſh the Poor are partly relieved at home, and partly maintain - 
ed in a poor-houſe, which is ſituated on Hampton Common, in an airy 
ſituation, on a gravelly ſoil. The number of Paupers, at preſent, in the 
houſe, are, 7 girls, 5 boys, 4 women, and 1 man; total, 17 there are 
generally more in winter. In the laſt winter, there were 21 in the houſe; 
of which there died, chiefly owing to the inclemency of the weather, 4 old 
perſons, and 1 child. The houſe is under the direction of a man and his 
wife, who receive a ſmall ſalary from the pariſh ; ; beſides which, they are 
allowed 28. 8d. per week, for every Pauper whom they feed. The food 
ſeems wholſome and good; and is, certainly, much better than a labouring 
man could afford his family: meat is ſerved every day, with vegetables 

from the garden, which the man is chiefly employed in cultivating. The 
female Paupers in this houſe are not content with'the ample allowance. of 
food that is furniſhed them, and would be riotous without tea every morn-

withſtanding this, they contrive means of obtaining tea and ſugar, cups 
and tea - pots. The houſe ſeems clean and neat. It can contain about 40 
Paupers: there are 6 rooms appropriated to them; each contains 3 feather 
beds: ſeldom more than 2 fleep in a bed. An apothecary receives C 15, 
annum, for attending the fick in the houſe. The children are taught 
to read and ſay their prayers, but no kind of work ſeems going forward in 
the houſe. Previous to May 1795, the man who keeps this houſe farmed 
all the poor of the pariſh of Hampton, at . 399, a year; but ſince that 
period, the pariſh has either relieved diſtreſſed families at home, or ſent them 
to the poor-houſe. The allowance for each perſon, at 28. 8d. a week, 
amounts to J 6. 18s. 8d. per annum. The Poor in this houſe are cloathed

The Rates paid by the different pariſhes, i in proportion to their preſent 
rentals, are very different, and vary from 6d. to 3s. in the pound. The 
average may be ſtated at 20d. The whole ſum, thus produced from the 
quotas of 5o pariſhes, is regularly paid by quarterly payments, and 
amounts annually to £ 3965. 18s. 1d. But, notwithſtanding £ 5422. of 
the debt incurred at the firſt eſtabliſhment, have been paid off ſome years, 
the receipts have, of late, been found to be not only inſufficient to enable 
the incorporated diſtricts to clear off any part of their remaining debt ; 

but, from the dearneſs of proviſions, interruption of trade, ſeverity of ſeaſons, 
and heavy charges of ſoldiers' and militia-men's families, they have been 
proved to be even inadequate to defray the diſburſements incurred from a 
"great influx of Poor. Laſt winter, the treaſurer was obliged to advance 
looo. to the houſe ; ſo that it has been reſolved, by the corporation, 
to apply to Parliament, to authorize them to increaſe the Rates; a cir- 


cumſtance, which has occaſioned conſiderable diſcontent inthe 1 incorpora- 
ted pariſhes.

The Poor, here, are not ſubje& to any peculiar diſorder. | A very wg ky 
putrid fever, however, is now raging in the neighbourhood ; but this 
place has hitherto eſcaped the contagion. Mr. Howlett informs us, that, 
in 1774, 126 perſons in this houſe died of that diſorder*, out of an aver- 
age of about 220. He adds, that the average of Paupers in the houſe 1 a 
during 20 years, before 1788, was 216; and that the average annual 
deaths of children in the houſe had been 77 or about 1 in 8. 

In the year 1791, in conſequence of repreſentations having been made 
to the directors and guardians, that the weekly charges for proviſions, &e. 
for the preceding three or four years, appeared very high, when compared 
with thoſe for the correſponding weeks in formet years, without ſufficient | 
reaſon appearing to account for ſuch exceſs; a ſpecial committee was ap- 
pointed, for the purpoſe of examining into the expenditure of the corpo- 
ration. From a ſtatement of their proceedings, which was publiſhed in 
17932, it appeared, that the books of the houſe had been kept in a very 
vague and looſe manner ; that no entries were made of the cloaths delivered

but ſoon after, the governor ſignified his intention of reſigning, becauſe- 
he © too well knew therinveterate prejudices which ſome few entertained 

againft him, to Expect any peace or happineſs from a continuance in his 
preſent ſituation ; and quitted his office at Michaelmas 1792. 


Not much information is to be derived from the printed ſtatement of 
the. committee, as ſeveral of the facts brought forward by them, relative 
to ud number of che Paupers, and expenditure 1 in former years, were 
diſputed by the oppoſite party.

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NORWICH. 


THE city of Norwich, comprehending 32 pariſhes, and 3 or 4 ham- 
lets, and containing, in extent, about 8 ſquare miles, is incorporated for the 
maintenance of it's Poor. It's population was aſcertained in 1693, when 
it was found to amount to 28,581 ſouls; and again in 1752, when it was 
found to have increaſed to 36, 169: it's preſent population is eſtimated at 
40,000 inhabitants; but that number appears, trom the ſubjoined tables 
of baptiſms and burials to be rather exaggerated. 798 

The number of houſes, &c. aſſeſſed to the window tax is 2200; the 


number exempted could not be aſcertained, but muſt be more con- 
ſiderable. 


There are 370 ale-houſes in Norwich. 


The land- tax produces L 8518. 118. 11d. The rent of land, in ſome 


places near Norwich, is £ 5. an acre; but farms in n. in the vici- 
nity of the city, let at about L 1. an acre. 


A cotton manufactory was eſtabliſhed here about 7 years ago; but the 


ſtaple manufactures of Norwich are camblets, and other worſted ſtuffs, 
of various denominations. It is probable, that more hands without the 
city, than within it, are employed in the manufactures; for, in 1771, Ar- 
thur Young calculated the number of looms in and near Norwich, at 
12,090 ; and, allowing 6 perſons to a loom, reckoned the number of 
people employed in this manufacture to be 72,000, and the amount of 
the ſtuffs ſent annually from Norwich to exceed a million ſterling”. 
The Norwich trade has for ſome years been in a declining ſtate, which 
is aſcribed to the following cauſes: to the prevalent taſte for wear- 
ing cottons, which has neceſlarily leſſened the conſumption of ſtuffs 2;

It weuld ſeem, however, that the cottons 
of Mancheſter create more employment than the Norwich ſtuffs. <\The general. languor of 

the woollen buſineſs ſeems to have been principally, owing to the difficulty of introducing 
machinery; the improvements of which have given cottons a decided adyantage. The 
author of a pamphlet, written in 1788, aſſerts, that, not above twenty years beforechis time, 
the whole cotton trade of Great Britain did not return £ 200, ol. to the country, for the

le. the low wages of the weavers and ſpinners, who are, in a conſiderable degree 
at the mercy of the manufacturers, and are not ſuppoſed to receive better 
Pay than they did 20 years ago; and, laſtly, to the war, which has put a 


raw materials, combined with the labour of the people; and at that period, before the in- 

troduction of the water machinery, and hand- engines, the power of the ſingle wheel could 
not exceed $9,000 ſpindles, employed in ſpinning the cotton-wool into yarn ; but, at that mo- 
ment, the power of ſpindles thus employed, amounted to two millions; and the groſs return 
for the raw materials and labour, exceeded ſeven millions ſterling. It was about the year 1784, 
that the expiration of Sir Richard Arkwright's patent cauſed the erection of water-machines 
for the ſpinning of warps, in all parts of the country; with which the hand-engines, for the 
ſpinning of weft, kept proportion. At the time he wrote, he eſtimated the number of

tries. The merchants and manufacturers are now overſtocked with goods; 
and the weavers are, conſequently, very ill ſupplied with work, and, what 
is worſe, are obliged to work up the worſt materials. While buſineſs was 
briſk, an induſtrious weaver might earn ( 1. 18. a week, from fine work; 
and from coarſer work, 128. a week. The average earnings of weavers, at 
preſent, are thought not to exceed 7s. or 88. a week. Women weavers earn 
from 58. to 68. a week. Females, however, are principally employed in 
ſpinning, reeling, winding, &c., in which they earn from 28. to 48. a 
week. Children, in ſpinning, winding, &c. earn about 28. a week. Of late, 
the wages, both of women and children, have been very low; but buſineſs, 
ſince the beginning of this month, has been rather briſk, FH a notion 
that peace is not very diſtant.

unfit for the purpoſe to which they are now applied. The latter, more 
eſpecially, 1s Jark and confined; and, from the great number of: Paupers 
in it, (about 700,) exhibits rather an uncleanly appearance.

In the 5th Report, the committee repreſented, that the manner in which 
the different articles of proviſion were ſerved in the work-houſes was a 
great ſource of waſte and extravagance, and that the total quantity of meat 
diſtributed in ſhares much exceeded what was uſually eaten by perſons in 
perfect health. The following ſtatements, by which they exemplified the 
truth of their aſſertions, in the inſtance of beef are extremely curious; and 


afford many concluſions worthy of attention by thoſe who are deſirous 
of inveſtigating the domeſtic economy of work-houſes.

The extravagance of this will be further proved by obſerv- 
ing, that theſe three meals coſt more than twenty-one meals in ſeveral 
houſes of induſtry, in this county, do.“

England, when in diſtreſs; and in 1784, the Society took the additional 
name of the © Society of Univerſal Good-will.”

THE pariſh of All Saints; i in tha town of Northampton, conſiſts almoſt 
entirely of buildings. Of 792 houſes, 408 are rated to the window-tax ; 


384 are exempted. The number in the whole town charged with the 
window. tax is 680; but the whole number of exempted: houſes could 


not be aſcertained. It, probably, does not exceed 500. An account of 


the preſent population could not be obtained ; but the ſubjoined tables of 
baptiſms and burials indicate that it has been nearly ſtationary for ſome 


years. , 
In the pariſh of All Saints, a. an account has been * ever ſince the year 


: 1735, of the ages at which all have died there; from which, and the ac-

There 
are a few wool-combers in the town, and jerſey-ſpinners ; and about 100 
women and children are employed in a cotton manufactory, where they 
earn from 28. to 58. a week; ſhoemakers earn from 10s. to 1 5s. a week; 
wool-combers, from 98. to 128.; lace-makers, of which there was once a 
great number in Northampton, can earn, by hard working, from 1d. to 14d. 
an hour; but their wages have, of late years, much decreaſed. Com- 
mon labourers receive from 144. to 18d. a day.

The Poor of this pariſh are partly maintained in a work-houſe, and 
partly at their own homes: the average number in the houſe is eſtimated 
at 70; at preſent, there are only 40, (moſtly old infirm people, lunatics and 
children,) in the houſe. The children are employed in ſpinning jerſey ; and 
the old men in making ſhoes ; their earnings altogether amount to about 
£85. or (go. a year. The children are taught to read: the boys, at 12 or 14

per age, are ſent to ſervice. The work-houſe was not originally deſigned for 
the purpoſe to which it is now applied; and is, therefore, (as might be 


expected, ) in ſome reſpects, very inconvenient: it is, however, very clean 
and neat ; and the Poor, there, live comfortably, under the direction of a 
very proper perſon.

Pit-men earn from 18. 6d. to 3s. 6d. a day ; on an average, about 16s, 
a week ; beſides which, they are allowed rye from their maſters, at- 4s. the 
| buſhel. - Notwithſtanding theſe high wages, they are ſeldom richer than 
their neighbours. They uſe a great deal of butcher's meat, during the 
three or four firſt days of the week; but, towards the cloſe of it, as 
their earnings of the preceding week totem nearly exhauſted, they are 


generally obliged to live more frugally and abltemiouſly, All accounts 
Rate, that few of them ever contrive to be beforehand in the world; 


Keelmen, (of whom 6000 or Joo are conſtantly employed in navigating 
keels with coal, from the colljevies on the Tyne to Shields,) are paid from 
15s. to 208. a week, Sailors, in time of war, are paid, from 6 to 1r 
guineas, for a voyage to London, which is often en in a month, 
or leſs. Common labourers earn 9s. a week. 

The price of butcher's meat is from 4d. to 6d. the b.; ; of Sure; 
from 14d. to 15d. for 21 oz. The price of other articles is mentioned in 
the account of North and South Shields. 

The land- tax is ſaid to be very low: on this ſubjedt, however, no ac- 
curate account could be obtained. This is, in many places, a very tender 
ſubject; and many, (in other reſpects enlightened), perſons have refuſed to | 
give any information reſpecting it. 

In the vicinity of Newcaſtle, land lets from 1 58. to £ 3. an acre. There 
is a common of 1000 acres belonging to the corporation; from which, 
100 have been encloſed; which, after being cultivated for 7 years, are to- 
be laid down: 100 acres more are then to be reclaimed! in the ſame man- 
ner; and ſo on, till the whole is improved.

The Poor of this townſhip, and ſeven others in the pariſh, are farmed * 
a contractor, for L 600. a year; for which ſum he undertakes to maintain 
all the Poor in and out of the poor-houſe. In conſequence of the late 
dearneſs of proviſions, this ſum was found inadequate ; and the town- 
ſhip made him a preſent of { 60. The houſe ſtands in an airy ſitu- 
ation, and is built upon a pretty good plan ; but ſeems to be dirty. The 
beds are of chaff, 'The number of inmates, at preſent, is 96, of whom 
53 belong to this townſhip. The annual deaths vary from g; to 57 of the 
average number of Paupers in the houſe, A fever prevails here at pre- 
ſent ; and has carried off ſeveral perſons. | | 

n of ſeamen and militia-men's families, 12 3 families out of 
the houſe, of whom 60 belong to this townſhip, receive L£ 11. weekly. 
This townſhip is alſo burthened with the families of 76. impreſſed men: 
their uſual weekly allowance is 9d. for the wife, and 1s. a week for each 
child. The whole weekly charge, at preſent, ariſing from their main- 
tenance, amounts to 4 8. Tinmouth townſhip ſupports 33 families of 
impreſſed men, at the rate of £ 3. 108. a week. In the account of South 
Shields, I omitted to mention, that 74 wives, and 113 children, of im- 
preſſed ſeamen of that port, coſt £8. 6s. 3d. a week; and ſeven wives, 
and 14 children, of militia-men, J 1. 6s. 3d. a week. 

The Poor's Rates in the townſhip of North Shields were 28. 6d, and 38. 
in the pound, (on 3 of the net rental,) for ſeveral years previous to the 
commencement of the war: ſince that period they have been 48. in thge 
pound, till about nine months ago; when they roſe to 6s. in the pound, 
and have continued at that height ever ſince, A Rate of 6s. in the pound 
produces about 1200. From the information of a reſpectable perſon, 


it appears, that, about 24 years ago, the Poor's Rates in this townſhip 
did not exceed L{, 340. a year.

The Population 18 eſti- 
mated at about 7000 inhabitants; who are, chiefly, tradeſmen, inn- 
keepers, and a few gentlemen of ee fortune. A fourth or fifth 
of the inhabitants diſſent from the Eſtabliſned Church, and are either Cal- 
viniſts, or Methodiſts: they have, each, a place of worfhip at Newark.

penny: the whole earnings, at preſent, from the Poor in the houſe, 
amount to about L go. a year. 42 regular penſioners, (including 12 baſ- 
tards,) receive L 3. 28. a week: feveral houſe-rents are likewiſe paid; 
and a large ſum is expended by the pariſh, every week, in diſcretionary 
payments; bur, of theſe, the amount could not be aſcertained. The 
badge appointed by the Act of King William, is worn by the Paupers of 
this pariſh ; it was laid aſide a few years ago, but the Poor having increaſed 
very much, it was reſumed laſt year; and the conſequence has been, that 
ſeveral perſons, who had before made regular applications to the pariſh, 
have now declined aſking for relief. 

The work-houle, here, is one of the very beft in England: it is ſuf- 
ficiently capacious, and well aired: the men are lodged on one fide, and 
the women on the other: 2, 3, 4, or 5 beds, (ſome of chaff, but moſtly 
of teathers,) are in each room : the houſe is well ſupplied with vegetables 
from a good garden; and, in all other reſpects, both within and without, 
it exhibits a degree of comfort, and cleanlineſs, that is ſeldom to be met 
with. A few apartments, rather neater than the reſt, are appointed for 
the reception of ſuch perſons as have been unfortunately precipitated from 
an ealy ſtation. in life, to the humiliating condition of ſubfiſting on a 
' parochial allowance; and their ſituation receives every A that hu- 

manitye can dictate. |

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The other pariſhes in Nottingham are burdened with Poor nearly in the 
9 proportion with St. Mary's. Some years back, it was in contem- 
plation to erect a houſe of induſtry, which was to have been built and 
maintained at the joint expence of the different pariſhes in this town; 
but the very great difference of opinion which then prevailed, and the 
diſcordancy of intereſts, cauſed this ſcheme to fall to the ground : the pro- 
ject is likely to be brought forward again; but it may be doubted whethor 
it will ſucceed : the town is ſplit into parties; and neither this, nor any 
other meaſure, that muſt materially affe& the inhabitants, will be allowed 
to be carried into execution, without r 8 a very nere ent- 
gation. 

No ſatisfactory cone could be afcertiined for the late rapid riſe of the” 
Rates: the principal ſtocking- manufacturers ſay, that the war has not very 
materially affected them, as their chief exportation is to America: it is 
true, that the population of Nottingham has increaſed conſiderably, of late 
years, but not in proportion to the Rates. Their riſe is, here, generally 
attributed to the high price of proviſions, the ſcarcity of common labour, 
-and the great number of ſoldiers' and militia-men's wives and families, who 
have, of late years, become burthenſome to their partſhes, May, 1795.

The labourers in this part of the country complain, heavily, that the 
farmers, inſtead of ſelling their milk to the poor, give it to their pigs. 
Of the difficulty of ſubſiſting with their preſent earnings, on a bread diet, 
the above ſtatements afford a convincing proof. The family, which 
receives about 1gs. 6d. a week, in earnings and parochial aid, has uſually 
conſumed 9 half-peck loaves in a week, which, at 1s. 10d. each, the 
preſent price, would coſt 16s. or 28. 6d. a week, more than their receipts, 
They muſt, therefore, reduce their conſumption of the moſt neceſſary, and, 
indeed, almoſt their only, article of ſubſiſtence. It is much to be lamented, 
that, in a country where wages are not high enough to enable the poor to 
ſupply themſelves with wheaten bread, ſtrong; beer, and butcher's meat, 
they have not the means of eking out their ſcanty portions by culinary 
contrivances. No doubt, a labourer, whoſe income was only L£ 20. a 
year, would, in general, act wiſely in ſubſtituting haſty-udding, barley 
bread, boiled milk, and potatoes, for bread and beer; but, in moſt parts 
of this county, he is debarred, not more by beiten than by local 
difficulties, from uſing a diet that requires cooking at home. The extreme 
dearneſs of fuel, in Oxfordſhire, compels him to purchaſe his dinner at the 
baker's; and, from his unavoidable conſumption of bread, he has little left 
for bath, in a country where warm cloathing is moſt eſſentially wanted. 

Some light attempts to prevent the removal of corn, which have lately 
been made at Banbury, are certainly aſcribable to the pinching wants of the 
people: : the arrival of. the military prevented more ſerious oonſequetices 
wa OE.

The inhabitants, (who, with the exception of a ſmall congregation of 
Preſbyterians, are of the Eſtabliſhed Church,) are moſtly employed in 
agriculture. There are ten inns, or ale-houſes, in the pariſh : the num- 
ber, a few years ago, was 21. Farms are from J 15. to L 315 a year; 
but are, chiefly, about J 100. a year. The principal articles of cul- 
tivation are wheat, barley, and beans. There are about 45 acres of 
common in the pariſh, The tithes are farmed at £7 50. a your, and.

Act of Parliament, 

The Poor are farmed, in the pariſh 88 for 4 1009; year. The 
pariſh, however, defrays all expences ariſing from baſtardy, ſmall- pox, 
broken bones, diſlocations, and law concerns. The number of perſons i in: 
the houſe, at preſent, is 18. Out- penſioners receive about / 7. a week; 
beſides which, the rounds-men, (or labourers who cannot get employ- 
ment,) are often chargeable, and ſupported by the pariſh.

In the country between Oxford and Deddington, the Rates are 00 
18. 3d. to 38. 6d. in the pound, in ſeveral pariſhes, which are almoſt en- 
tirely agricultural. The high Rates, in this pariſh, are aſcribed to the com- 
mon- field, of which the land principally conſiſts ; whereas the neighbour- 
ing pariſhes have been incloſed many years, and many ſmall farms in 
them have been conſolidated ; ſo that many ſmall farmers, with little ca- 
pitals, have been obliged, either to turn labourers, or to procure ſmall farms 


in Deddington, or other pariſhes, that poſſeſs common-field. Beſides this, 


the neighbouring. pariſhes are, many of them, poſſeſſed by a few indi- 
viduals, who are cautious in permitting new comers .to obtain a ſettle- 
ment. 


The general opinion, here, is, that canals are a great injury to the Poor, 


by enabling farmers to ſend their corn abroad: ſuch erroneous ideas do 
not merit a refutation ; but the farmers are very apprehenſive that they 
will produce ſerious confequences. A boat laden with flour was lately 


ſeized by the populace ; but was 1 on the miller's promiſing to felt 


it at a reduced price. 


According to the preſent price of kad a fimily here, which conſiſts. 


of a man, his wife, and three children, (the eldeft of which is 4 years 


of age,) will expend, in that article alone, from laſt Michaelmas to 


Michaelmas next, L£ 16. 18s. The whole earnings of the man, provided 
he continues in health during the year, and can obtain conſtant work, 


will not exceed £ 22. 158.; and as his wife and children earn nothing, 
there will only remain £ 5. 178. to provide him and them with lodging, 


fuel, cloaths, and every other neceſſary of life; and his deficiencies muſt 
be made up by the pariſh.

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E EVEN partſhes "P the city of Oxford were reported! in 1771, 
for the maintenance of their Poor, who are principally relieved in the 
general work-houſe. The average number of Paupers in the houſe, dur- 
ing the laſt ſeven years, has been 160, in ſummer; and 200, in winter: 
The preſent number is 167, co conſiſting chiefly of children, women, and 
old men. Their earnings are about £300. a year, and ariſe from a ſack- 
ing manufactory, and from ſweeping the ſtreets; for which the Corpora- 
tion of Guardians is paid ( 100. a year. The work-houſe is under the 
ſuperintendance of acting Guardians, who are choſen annually. This 
ſyſtem of government appears to be a very bad one: many perſons, who 
are choſen guardians, are too much engaged with their own private con- 
cerns, to attend to the affairs of the work-houſe: others, who enter into 
their office, with a zealous deſire to promote the intereſt of the pariſhes, 
by à regular attendance at the work-houſe, have ſcarcely acquired the 
kbowkdge, that is neceſſary for parochial adminiſtrators, when the term of 
their office expires; ; and they are ſucceeded by guardians, who entirely 
overturn the ſyſtem of their predeceſſors. Thus, alterations are con- 
tinually made in the table of diet, &c. The immediate management of 
the Poor in the houſe is confided to old people, who appear to be by no 
means competent to the taſk, Several perſons have remarked, that chil- 
dren, who have been educated i in the work-houſe, ſeldom turn out well. 

The houſe is built on a good plan, in an airy ſituation ; but i is excced- 
ingly, dirty...

The average value, or rent of cultivated land, is 128. an 
acre. The whole rental of land and houſes amounts to £ 3622. 1458. 
The produce of the land- tax could not be aſcertained, There is 3 2 cow-

The prices: of proviſions are : beſt beef and mutton, * cd. to 544. 
the lb.; coarſe ditto, from 4d. to 4£d. ; veal, 5d. ; wheat, fluctuating 
from £4. 108. to L F. the quarter; barley, from 2. to £2, 43. 

In the laſt harveſt, wheat lands were reaped, and the wheat ſheafed, at 
68. and 78. the acre; barley and oats mown at 28. and 28. 6d. the acre; 
and graſs at 18. 6d. and 28. 6d, the acre. In the above caſes, labouers 
found their own meat and drink. The price of daily labour in harveſt is, 
in general, very indeterminate. At other ſeaſons, 14d. and 16d. a day

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The cat a labourer's family are, in general, equal to the earn- 

ings. Bread made of wheaten and barley flour, mixed, is the principal 
food. During the laſt ſummer, beef and mutton were ſold, at a reduced 
price, throughout | the county, to prevent the too great conſumption of 
bread. The meat was generally made into broth, of which the Poor are 
becoming more fond than they formerly were: they begin alfo to uſe 
vegetables very generally, and it is thought that their prejudices in favour 
of any particular diet are wearing away very faſt. 

Five labourers in Empingham have received premiums from the 
Society of Induſtry, for bringing up four children, or more, (the youngeſt 
of which was 14 years of age,) without ane relief from waa | 
pariſh. | 

Of the inſtitution of this Society, the following account is chiefly tran- 
ſcribed from the View of the Agriculture of the County of Rutland, drawn 
up by Mr. Joba. Crutchley, for the conſideration of the Board of "ur | 
culture: | 

* At the general quarter ſeſions of. the peace 9 the voy, held. on 
the 14th of July 17855, his Majeſty's Juſtices of the peace then aſſembled, | 
having taken into their conſideration the increaſe of the Poor Rates, the 
want of regard to the employments of the Poor in general, and of the 
infant Poor. in particular; reſolved, that the following rates and orders 
(purſuant to the ſtatutes made and provided for the relief and mainte- 
nance of che Poor) ſhould be obſerved within the en pariſhes of the 
ſaid county.

&c. The land is fallowed once in 3 years ; after which, turnips are ſown, 
There is a common. paſture, containing about 107 acres, for which rent is 
paid to the proprietor. 

Moſt of the Paupers belonging to this pariſh are maintained in a houſe 
of induſtry, under the inſpection of a perſon, who is paid by the pariſh. 
The overſeers ſend in the proviſions, as they are wanted; but the inhabi- 
tants find the expences run ſo high, that they intend to adopt the ſyſtem 
of farming the Poor, as ſoon as they can meet with a proper contractor. 
No particular rules are obſerved reſpecting their diet.

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BISHOPS CASTLE. 


TRE pariſh of Biſhops Caſtle is divided into two parts, viz. the 
borough, or townſhip, of Biſhops Caſtle, which contains 1100 inhabi- 
tants; and the hamlet, which contains 250: they conſiſt of farmers, 
ſhop-keepers, inn-keepers, common mechanics, and labourers ; and all 
profeſs the religion of the Church of England. 128 houſes in. the 
borough, and about 28 in the hamlet, pay the window-tax ; it is ſup- 
poſed that 30 or 40 in the former, and near 15 in the latter, are exempted. 
The prices of proviſions are: beef and mutton, from 4d. to 44d. the 
pound; pork, 5d. ; bacon, gd. and 10d. ; butter, 10d. ; potatoes, 28. 6d, 
for 10 gallons ; wheat, 138. for ditto ; ry 5s; oats, 38. 6d. ; milk, 
14d. the quart: coals are 25s. the ton. Labourers earn 7s. a week, in 
winter; and from 8s. to gs. in ſummer; without board. About eight 
years ago, there were 29 ale-houſes in the pariſh : there are now only 
16: the magiſtrates keep down their number as much as they can. Of 
three Friendly Societies, one conſiſts of 100 members; one of 70 mem- 
bers; and the third of 50 members: they have all had their rules con- 
Girrhiel at the quarter ſeſſions. The rent of land varies from 128. to { 4. an 
acre; the average value is about 26s. Farms let from L 100. to J 350. 
a year; but are principally about Z£ 100. a year: every common grain N 
and root is cultivated. Tithes are chiefly taken in kind. The land- tax 
is collected at 18. in the pound on the net rent, in the borough ; and in 
the hamlet, at about 1 Id, on the net rental.

THE Poor of Elleſmere, and of four other pariſhes, lately incorporated 
by A of Parliament, are chiefly maintained in a Houſe of Induſiry, which 
was opened for their reception on the 6th of January laſt. / 8000. the 
ſum which the incorporated pariſhes were empowered to borrow, have 
been already expended in buildings, and furniture ; and it is thought that 
a freſh application muſt be made to Pailikimoiit for power to borrow 
{ 2000. more, in order to complete the neceſſary detached offices. The 
diſtribution of the rooms, the bye-laws relative to the external con- 
cerns, and the regulations for the internal government of the houſe, the 
table of diet, &c. are very ſimilar to thoſe adopted in the Shrewſbury 
Houſe of Induſtry. The number of inmates, at preſent, is 198 ; of 
whom, 50 are women, 34 men, and the reſt children. Every article of 
wearing apparel i is manufactured in the houſe: flannels alſo are made for 
ſale ;,and a hop-bag manufacture has lately been ſet on foot. The houſe 
ſtands in an open, healthy ſituation, on the banks of an extenſive piece 
of water, near the town of Elleſmere : the dormitories are extremely clean 
and neat, and every appearance within doors evinces the unremitting 
aſſiduity of the governor to the duties of his ſituation. An inſtance of 
feeling attention to misfortune, (which is not often, to be met with in 
Houſes of Induſtry,) is here manifeſted, in appropriating particular apart- 
ments for the reception of perſons who have borne a fair character, and 
have been undeſervedly precipitated, from eaſy circumſtances, into that 
ſituation, which obliges them to ſolicit parochial aid. All the family, 
however, dine together. Notwithſtanding the promiſed adyantages of 
this inftitution, it is ſaid that the incorporated pariſhes are, in general, 
now * ſorry that they ever engaged i in the erection of an Houſe of 
Induſtry. Fr

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which, (it appears from a printed ſtatement of the committee,) was diſtri- 
buted in the following manner: 


Parochial committees having made out liſts of the Poor, from perſonal 
enquiry and inſpection, tickets were iſſued, which entitled them to pur- 
chaſe flour weekly, at 2d. the pound, in quantities proportioned to the 
number each family conſiſted of; and as the object of the ſubſcribers 
was to induce a moderate and frugal uſe of that prime neceſſary, the 
relief was extended alſo to other articles. The ſame number of tickets 
was emitted, allowing them 1d. per pound in the purchaſe of the like 
proportions of butcher's meat; and premiums were for bringing 
"any potatoes to the Shrewſbury market. 


By dividing the town into three diſtricts, allotting different days for 
the ſale of flour to each, and adopting other ſalutary precautions, that lofs 
of time, thoſe tumults, and other inconveniencies, which had formerly 
been experienced 1 in theſe general ſales, were almoſt entirely prevented. 


The number of Poor thus relieved, conſiſted of 1365 families, and 283 
ſingle perſons, amounting in the whole to 5503 individuals. | 


The quantity or corn purchaſed, ground into flour, and thus diſpoſed 
of, was 1260 buſhels ; the average produce of flour from which was 62 
pounds per buſhel. 10, 991 pounds of flour were fold to the Poor each 
week, together with the like quantity of butcher's meat ; ſo that the Poor 
of Shrewſbury, at this critical pericd, were enabled, to purchaſe, weekly, 
21,982 pounds weight of the chief neceſſaries of life, at a very reduced 
and reaſonable price. The premiums allowed for bringing potatoes to 
market“, had alſo a moſt happy « effect, by increaſing the quadtity, and very 
derably reducing the price of that moſt invaluable root. This relief 
was continued for ſeven weeks, from the latter end of July, to about the

£2759. 6s. 1d.; and it is ſaid, that the corporation, notwithſtanding their 
- Increaſed income, find their expences ſo heavy, that they muſt again 
have recourſe to the aſſiſtance of the Legiſlature.

The preſent very high price of proviſions, and the lowneſs of wages 


given in the woollen manufacture, ſufficiently account for the late riſe of 


the Rates: but the reaſons generally aſſigned for this houſe never having 


paid off any of it's original debts, are the bad management of former _ 


vernors, and the inattention of former committees.

£4. the quarter; barley, from 36s. to 40s. . are 


paid from 18. 2d. to 18. 6d. the day, with beer; women weeding corn, 
boeing, &c. 8d. to 18. a day; women and children who are employed in 


ſetting wheat, ſpinning wool, &c. earn from 3d. to 6d. a day. The 
average rent of land in this diſtri is eſtimated at 16s. an acre. Farms 
are from F, 5o. to L200. a year. All the common forts of grain are eul- 


tivated, Tithes are principally taken by compoſition, which varies from 
48. to 6s. an acre. The farmer generally makes an agreement with the 


miniſter for 3 7, or 14 years, and ſometimes for the life of the 1 
man.
